GRAIN  STOCKS  REPORT  AS  OF  OCTOBER  1,  1956 


Com  stocks  of  nearly  1.2  billion  bushels  are  the  largest  October  1 stocks 
of  record.  Wiea.t  stocks  of  nearly  1.8  billion  bushels  are  the  second  largest  of 
record,  slightly  below  the  record  stocks  of  the  previous  year.  Record  stocks  of 
corn  and  sorghum  grain  were  more  than  offset  by  smaller  stocks  of  oats  and  barley 
for  a total  of  61.2  million  tons  for  the  four  feed  grains,  slightly  smaller  than 
the  record  62.1  million  tons  of  a year  ago. 

These  totals  are  assembled  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  bringing  together 
commercial  stocks  at  terminals  as  reported  by  the  Grain  Division  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service;  grains  reported  by  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Commodity 
Stabilization  Service  as  owned  by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and  stored  in  bins, 
ships,  and  other  storages  under  CCC  control  and  in  transit;  estimates  of  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  for  stocks  on  farms  and  at  merchant  mills  and  interior  mills,  ele- 
vators, and  warehouses. 

Stocks  of  1,775  million  bushels  of  wheat  stored  in  all  positions  on  October 
1 were  the  second  largest  of  record  for  the  date  in  the  comparable  series  begin- 
ning in  1935*  The  total  is  slightly  smaller  than  the  record  stocks  of  a year 
earlier  but  is  more  than  a third  larger  than  average.  The  stocks  total  is  nearly 
double  the  1956  production,  reflecting  the  record  large  carryover  of  old  wheat  on 
July  1. 

Off-farm  wheat  stocks  of  1,373  million  bushels,  1 percent  larger  than  a year 
earlier,  were  a record  total  for  the  date  with  holdings  at  record  levels  in  ter- 
minal and  interior  mill,  elevator,  and  warehouse  positions.  In  contrast,  faim 
stocks  of  403  million  bushels  on  October  1 were  6 percent  below  a year  ago  and  the 
smallest  for  that  date  since  19^. 

The  off-farm  total  includes  467  million  bushels  at  terminals,  about  4 percent 
more  than  a year  earlier,  the  previous  record.  The  630  million  bushels  in  interior 
mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses  represent  record  holdings,  being  nearly  1 percent 
larger  than  last  year,  the  previous  record.  Merchant  mill  wheat  stocks  totaled 
l4l  million  bushels,  the  same  as  a year  ago  and  near  the  average  stocks.  The 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  134  million  bushels  stored  in  bins  under  CCC  con- 
trol, aboard  ships  in  the  "mothball  fleet"  and  in  transit.  Other  Government -owned 
wheat  is  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  position  where  stored. 

Rye  stocks  of  28.1  million  bushels  stored  in  all  positions  on  October  1 were 
29  percent  below  stocks  a year  ago  but  23  percent  above  the  10-year  1946-55  average 
Farm  stocks  of  rye  at  12.5  million  bushels  were  39  percent  below  last  year  and 
accounted  for  about  45  percent  of  total  stocks.  Stocks  of  rye  at  interior  mills 
and  elevators  of  4.8  million  bushels  were  slightly  more  than  half  the  previous 
year’s  near -record  level  and  8 percent  above  the  10 -year  average.  Stocks  of  rye 
at  terminals  totaled  10. 5 million  bushels,  I8  percent  above  last  year  and  the 
fourth  largest  of  record. 

Carryover  of  old  corn  in  all  storage  positions  on  October  1 is  estimated  at 
1,166  million  bushels  - exceeding  the  previous  record  of  a year  ago  by  I3  percent. 
Of  the  total  stocks,  865  million  bushels  were  in  off-farm  positions  compared  with 
721  million  bushels  a year  ago.  Nearly  95  percent  of  the  off-farm  stocks  on  Octo- 
ber 1 were  owned  by  CCC  this  year  and  a year  ago,  with  seven-tenths  of  these  hold- 
ings in  CCC  bins.  Stocks  on  farms  at  3OI  million  bushels  were  a little  below  the 
314  million  bushels  a year  ago.  A small  part  of  the  old  corn  on  farms  had  been 
resealed  by  October  1.  Disappearance  of  corn  from  all  positions  during  the  July- 
September  quarter  was  58O  million  bushels  compared  with  566  million  bushels  during 
the  same  quarter  a year  ago.

October  1 stocks  of  oats  in  all  positions  are  estimated  at  1,057  million  bush^ 

els,  dovn  21  percent  from  a year  ago  and  the  smallest  stocks  in  3 years,  Ihese  re- 
duced holdings  are  the  result  of  the  smaller  oats  production  in  195^  as  carry-in 

stocks  on  July  1 were  the  largest  of  record.  Nearly  88  percent  of  the  October  1 

stocks  was  on  farms,  11  percent  in  interior  mills,  elevators,  warehouses,  and  ter- 
minals, and  1 percent  in  CCC  bins.

Stocks  of  barley  on  October  1,  estimated  at  390  million  bushels,  are  the/lar- 
gest ever  held  on  that  date,  being  exceeded  only  by  last  year’s  record  of  4o6  mil- 
lion bushels.  Stocks  are  smaller  than  last  year  in  all  positions  except  those  in 
terminal  storage  which  are  four -fifths  larger.  Of  the  current  holdings,  227  million 
bushels  were  on  farms,  110  million  bushels  in  interior  mills,  elevators  and  ware- 
houses, 51  million  in  terminals  and  2 million  in  CCC  bins. 

The  carryover  of  old  sorghum  grain  in  all  positions  on  October  1 is  estimated 
at  80.1  million  bushels  - exceeding  the  previous  record  of  a year  ago  by  5«1  million 
bushels.  About  7h,6  million  bushels  of  the  total  stocks  were  in  off-farm  storage 
positions  with  nearly  all  the  commercially  stored  grain  CCC  owned.  Stocks  on  farms 
at  5«5  million  bushels  are  a little  under  the  6.3  million  bushels  on  October  1 a year 
ago.  Disappearance  of  sorghum  from  all  storage  positions  during  the  July -September 
period  was  37*5  million  bushels.
